■ Loading multiple CDs 

n~l Press and hold the LOAD button until you hear a beep. 

WAIT is shown on the display. 

回 Insert a CD when the indicators on the slot turn from amber to green. 

The display changes from WAIT to LOAD. 

The indicators on the slot turn to amber when the CD is inserted. 

回 Insert the next CD when the indicators on the slot turn from amber to green again. 
Repeat the procedure for the remaining C し s. 

To stop the operation, press the DISC-AUX button. 

■ Remote control (steering wheel switches) 

The audio system can be operated using the remote control located on the steering wheel.

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Garage Door Opener 


The garage door opener can be programmed to operate garage doors, gates, entry 
doors, door locks, home lighting systems, security systems, and other devices. 

The garage door opener (HomeLink® Universal Transceiver) is manufactured under license 
from HomeLink®. 

The HomeLink® compatible transceiver in your 
vehicle has 3 buttons which can be programmed 
to operate 3 different devices. 


■ Programming HomeLink® 

の Hold your hand-held transmitter within 3 
inches of the HomeLink® buttons. 

口 Press and hold down the desired HomeLink ⑥ 
button. 

回 For U.S.A. owners: 

While pressing the HomeLink® button, 
press and hold down the button on the hand¬ 
held transmitter until the indicator light 
changes from a slow to a rapid flash. 

For Canadian owners: 

While pressing the HomeLink® button, 
repeatedly press and release (cycle) the but¬ 
ton on the hand-held transmitter every 2 
seconds until the indicator light changes 
from a slow to a rapid flash. 

If your garage door has the rolling code feature: 
向 Press the training button on the motor-head unit 
in your garage. 

固 Press and release the programmed 
HomeLink® button twice. The garage door 
may open. 

If the door does not open, press and release 
the same button once again. 
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■ Programming other devices 

For U.S.A. owners: 

To program an entry gate, see the Owner's Manual. 

To program other devices, contact your Lexus dealer. 

For Canadian owners: 

To program all other devices, follow the same procedure as for garage door programming. 

■ Operating HomeLink® 

Press the appropriate HomeLink® button. 

The indicator light should come on. 
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Ashtrays 



► Front 

To remove the ashtray, push the release lever. 


► Rear 

To remove the ashtray, press down on the plate 
and lift the ashtray out. 




Seat Heaters / Seat Heaters and 
Ventilators (If Equipped)_ 


► Seat heaters 

Turn the dial toward Q. 


► Seat heaters and ventilators 
Seat heaters: turn the dial toward H . 
Ventilators: turn the dial toward Q. 
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Console Boxes 



► Front 

To open, slide and lift the armrest with the knob 
pulled up. 


► Rear (if equipped) 

To open, press the lock release button and lift the 
armrest. 


► Overhead console 

To open, press the lid. 


There is a power outlet located in the front console box. 
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Glove Box 



H Open: press the button.

The glove box can be locked and unlocked using 
the mechanical key. 


Holders 



► Front (type A) 

To open, press down on the front of the lid. 


► Front (type B) 

To open, pull and hold the knob and slide the arm¬ 
rest. 


► Rear 

To open, press in and release. 


















Rear Sunshade (If Equipped) 



To raise the rear sunshade, press the switch. 

Press the switch again to lower it. 

The sunshade automatically lowers to ensure visi¬ 
bility when reversing.
